The examiner has done complete search and found no prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, teaches or fairly suggests the limitation, "wherein the event data structure 
identifier is determined by accessing a message vector mapping structure using the 
processor identifier and an event code" in combination with other claimed elements as 
claimed in independent claim 1 and similar limitations in independent claims 6, 10, 15, 
1 9 and 24. Dependent claims 2, 4, 5, 7-9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4, 1 6-1 8, 20, 22, 23 and 25-27 
further limit the subject matter of respective parent claims.
